On line 8 changed the limitation "interpolating the mapping information for the 
nearest table entries to obtain color information for an output color corresponding to the 
input color with a processor, wherein interpolating said..." to "interpolating, 
performed by a processor, the mapping information for the nearest table entries to 
obtain color information for an output color corresponding to the input color, wherein 
interpolating said..." 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1 , 3-1 0, 1 2-1 9, 21-27 of the current application are allowed for the 
reasons of none of prior art of record teaches nor suggests "wherein interpolating said 
mapping information for the nearest table entries comprises: determining mapping 
information of a first table entry corresponding to a color represented by the lookup 
table and closest to the input color; determining mapping information of a second table 
entry a table entry away from the first table entry in a first direction in the lookup table; 
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Art Unit: 2625 

determining mapping information of a tliird table entry a table entry away from the first 
table entry in a second direction in the lookup table; determining mapping information of 
a fourth table entry a table entry away from the third table entry in a first direction in the 
lookup table; and wherein the input color is located between the nearest table entries." 

Matsuoka (US 7,11 6,441), teaches a similar method for mapping information, 
either singularly or in combination with cited references, fail to anticipate or render the 
above underline limitations obvious (to use in combination with other claimed 
limitations).
